EDISON COMPANY INSTALLING 


GIANT SUBSTATION IN SAN 


GABRIEL OANTfON 


Installation of equipment to sup- 


ply electrical service required in the 
construction of the San Gabriel can- 
yon flood control dam will be made 
by the Southern California Edison 
company 
for the 'contractors in 


charge of the project. The Edison 
company 
construction 
department 


has been authorized to proceed.with 
the placing of three high voltage 
transformers and other equipment in 
a new sub-station, eleven miles above 
Azusa, at a site near where the huge 
dam will be built. .The Edison com- 
pany's entire program for supplying 
power for this great project requires 
expenditures in excess of $75,000. 


It- is expected that the giant dam 


will be completed within five years 
and will be one of the largest con- 
crete structures in the world. A force 
averaging 1800 men is expected to 
be at work on the dam until com- 
pletion. 


Electricity will take an, important 


pa,r*; in the construction of the dam. 
The Edison company lines are to be 
extended to .supply ttie light, heat 
and power requirements of the con- 
tractors. Electrical energy enters in- 
to such large construction projnctu 
in the operation of shovels, drills, 
air compressors, communication lines, 
transportation, pumping, lighting for 
night operations, welding, machine 
shop power and kindred uses. 


The electrical energy -which is to 


be made available at the damsite 
under the orders just issued the con- 
struiAidn department is 'a part of 
(%• J58,000 horsepower in new 


' 


Southern: California'Edison .company 
during 1929. Developments in tho 
industrial field, which includes big 
construction projects, have necessi- 
tated an expansive program by the 
Edison company acor the new year. 
A total of 265,000 horsepower of new 
business has been allotted the in- 
dustrial and agricultural service de- 
partments of the company, with an 
estimated revenue of $6,615,000. 


Provision for service extensions, 


'calling for re-enforcements to meet 
heavy demands such as presented in 
the San Gabriel dam construction, 
have been provided for in the Edi- 
son company's budget of $29,260.000 
for 19^9. A plentiful supply of en- 
ergy for activities planned for 1929 
has been assured in the inter-connec- 
tion of the Long Be.ach steam plant 
and the company's water power 
plants in the Big Creek-San Joaquin 
river area. More tha.n 1,061,000 horse- 
power of electricity is now available 
constantly from these unified sources.

ASK LOCAL CHAMBER TO 


AID IN PROJECT 


C. E. Meyers, representative for 


the California Fruit Exchange on 
the board of the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange, and Henry Dam- 
erel of the Damorcl-Allison company, 
both well-known growers, told the 
members of .the Covina chamber of 
commerce at the Tuesday luncheon in 
Longworth's cafe that the govern- 
ment is seeking a site for a labora- 
tory in connection' with the control 
of citrus orchard peats, and that Co- 
vina had a good opportunity to se- 
cure it. 


Mr. Meyers went into detail as to 


the scope of the laboratory, and that 
the Covina valley is looked upon as 
a most favorable location, as it is 
free from fogs, as frostless as any 
portion of the citrus area, and is 
surrounded by thousands of acres of 
highly 
developed citrus property. 


The government has ten thousand 
dollars available for this purpose, 
and is asking that two acres of land 
be donated by the community. The 
report was referred to the agricul- 
tural committee of the chamber. 


A report was given by Anthony 


Schornagle, showing that the cham- 
ber is taking an interest in the ex- 
pansion of the street lighting system 
in Covina, and that members of the 
city council have been contacted on 
this question, ., 


A report was also given by Frank 


H. Wright on the progress toward 
plans for a city hall. He said that a 
full report from the city planning 
commission .and from p.tjtpr-sources 
\vojuliT~bo aV;uili«bie n'eij.ySejs.^ 


That it is possible that a motorbus 


line may be established between 
Azusa and Covina, or between Azusa, 
Glendora and Covina, and running to 
Puente and Wliittier, was shown by 
a report from Secretary Wood, who 
said that he had been in conference 
with the Glendora 'chamber of com- 
merce on the question for some 
weeks. Manager Green of the Motor 
Transit company was present and 
spoke briefly, declaring that he was 
engaged in a thoro survey of the 
territory, and would make a report 
later. Incidentally, he revealed that 
the motorbus line between Pasadena 
and Pomona over the Foothill boule- 
vard was purchased this week by the 
Motor Transit company, and that his 
company is determined to make fur- 
ther expansions in the east end of 
the county.

Her petition was granted and all of 
these properties were turned over to 
her. upon condition, however, that 
she should personally assume and 
pay all of the indebtedness of the 
estate, amounting to nearly $60,000.

ing of business incident to presiden- 
tial election years, the accumulation 
of funds was'difficult. Early in 1928 
a large amount of accounts was com- 
ing due. The whisperers again at- 
tempted to cause trouble, not with 
the older wholesalers, but with some 
new or recent ones.

Under advice of her attorney, Mrs. 


Broadwell sought the co-operation of 
the Los Angeles wholesalers' board 
of trade, and it was gladly and freely 
given. The board undertook to get 
all creditors to agree to extend the 
time for payment of claims and the 
agreement was secured without de- 
lay.When it became known that the 
board of trade was interested certain 
people concluded that their hopes 
were realized. They could noi under- 
stand, however, why there was no 
change in the business personnel^ of 
the Broadwell properties. According 
to all precedents, the board of trade 
men should be in charge, there should 
be liquidation sales and the stocks 
of goods should be auctioned off. 


We can now make public what hap- 


pened. Mrs. Broadwell agreed to pay 
the board for pro rata distribution 
So creditors a large sum of money 
per month for six months, and then 
a larger sum per months for the next 
six months. The final payment was 
made on January 4, 1929. 


During the year 1928 the stocks 


in the stores were kept up, but all 
invoices were paid for as purchased 
and the usual trade discounts taken.

stores free from debt, with a full 
stock of goods in each, and with 
money in bank.

The \yashington navel oranges are ripening in the groves 


of the San Gabriel valley. This year the crop is very heavy; 
the trees have a healthy, well-fed appearance, which means 
that if you contact the owner and his family; you will find 
this same appearance of prosperity reflected in them. 


In all parts of the world there are scenes at particular 


times of the year that fill the heart with beauty, where God 
and man in partnership have created a loveliness that defies 
description. We remember such scenes as the hills of New 
England dressed in aut,umn garb, flaunting flame-colored 
foliage, or deep yellows where the maples have been lightly 
touched by the first breath of coming winter. On the coast 
here, we remember the bridal beauty of the Santa Clara 
valley when the peach and plum trees are in bloom, and the 
same marvelous floral panorama in the cherry orchards of 
Oregon and Washington. 


In the San Gabriel valley at the time of the coming to 


maturity of the midwinter orange, there is the almost in- 
credible beauty of the green foliage and gold of the fruit 
intermingled in miles of orchards. And the Washington 
navel..as it nears its perfection, takes on the reddish orange 
hue. not quite like any other variety of citrus fruits. AVith 
the trees loaded to the point where the -limbs drop on all sides 
to the earth like draperies, the sight is arresting, captivating. 
That it is a distinctive beauty there can be no doubt.' There 
is nothing just like it in all the world. 


A half hour spent by chance with an orange grower last 


week revived faith in the average man's capacity for the 
appreciation of beauty. He leaned somewhat wearily against 
an irrigating stand, and spoke of the compensation found in 
the beaut}' of the groves. There were nights to be remem- 
bered when it was necessary to tramp thru the chill air and 
light orchard heaters; days of spreading fertilizer; days and 
nights of running water; hours of worry over tree disease and 
insect pests. Years of labor filled with care. 


"But this orchard that my wife and I planted with our 


own hands is a beautiful thing to look at now. Nothing 
quite like it outside of the small area known as the citrus 
belt. Certainly nothing like it in the places we remember 
before we came here. It has cost us a lot in time and money 
and worry. But it not only pays us in money, but in beauty," 
he said. 


And we thot of that other great and important crop raised 


in the vaHey, in fact, the crop that is the product of all others, 
and for which all this striving is made—the crop of children 
that fill the streets of the towns when the schools end their 
sessions twice each day. We are not actually engaged in 
growing oranges here, but children, and thru children, char- 
acter, beauty, the actual image of- the Greater of all things. 
We create crops in the orchards and fields, with the aid of 
nature. But we create to make possible that other creation, 
the children, who are to be the creators and co-workers with 
nature in the generations that succeed us. 


They are much the same, these two creations. The orange 


grower spoke of the trouble, the labor and the worry of 
bringing his orchard to a point of beauty and utility. He, 
and his neighbors are engaged also in bringing children thru 
those formative years, with God knows how much sacrifice, 
heartache, distressing expenditure. But when the day of full 
fruiting comes for the orange orchard, or to the child turned 
man or woman, there is compensation. 


It is a marvelous privilege that we have, that of living, 


toiling, planning and harvesting j[n the San Gabriel valley, 
in this orchard paradise.

California's orange crop represents 


67 per 'cent 'of that of the nation and 
more than double that of Florida. 
The price per box packed f. o. b. in 
California is nearly 40 per cent 
greater than the average for the 
Florida fruit and the retail sale price 
of the California orange on an aver- 
age in the four biggest consuming 
markets of the nation is five cents 
per dozen more than that of Flor- 
ida. 


One per cent of the total national 


crop of oranges, which aggregates 
some 34,000,000 boxes, is produced 
in five states combined, Arizona, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Texas. 


Statistics were announced during 


the week by B. B. Robertson, assist- 
ant traffic manager of the Union Pa- 
cific system, fololowing the receipt of 
the intensive survey just concluded 
by the Bureau of Railway Economies. 


Mr. Robertson said: "A 
great 


deal of the credit for the success of 
the California orange may be traced 
directly to the good work, which has 
been done annually by the orange 
shows which are held in southern 
California. Thousands of people at- 
tend these mammoth expositions each 
year. The forthcoming show at San 
Bernardino, February 14 to Febru- 
ary 24, which.is the nineteenth an- 
nual event of the kind at San Ber- 
nardino, undoubtedly will be the 
greatest ever held there."

Using a New Yardstick— 


California Citrograph: 
"Cooperatives. are using a new 


yardstick. They know that their success depends upon their 
profits and performance." So says the New York Commer- 
cial in discussing the efficiency of California cooperative mar- 
keting organizations. 


"One of the chief accomplishment of cooperatives has 


•been in the field of widening consuming markets and in popu- 
larizing their brands. In the past year the officials of the 
cooperatives have been giving most of their attention to the 
weak spot in their selling programs to correct a situation 
which threatened to impair the success of the cooperative sys- 
tem of marketing. 


"The best way to make him (the grower) stay is to get 


top prices for his fruit, and that means efficient management, 


- aggressive selling and sound merchandising policies," says 


the article. 


This is interesting as an eastern reaction and a trade re- 


action to cooperative marketing methods of California. 


Altho the article minimizes the importance of the size of 


the cooperative and its proportion of total production of a 
commodity, the author would doubtless agree that support 
of a major portion of each industry to its cooperative has 
been essential for the accomplishments mentioned to be real- 
ized. 


Orchard Heating— 


Farm Bureau Monthly: The cold weather experienced 


during December should have the effect of stimulating the 
grower to be especially on guard in January, since the suc- 
cess of protecting his fruit and trees from frost depends upon 
beginning to heat before too late and keeping consistently 
at it. It should be remembered that the last two major 
freezes came during January. 


Plenty of tested thermometers should be distributed in 


the orchard where they can readily be found at night. If a 
cold, windy day is followed by a cold night, the thermometer 
should be closely watched. Heating should begin earlier on 
a night like this than on one preceded by a comparatively 
warm day without wind. Don't heat according to your neigh- 
bor's thermometer. Keep in touch with the temperature fore- 
casts of the fruit frost service of your district. Listen to the 
minimum temperature forecasts by Mr. Young over KHJ 
every evening at 7 :5S o'clock.

that are asked over and over again. 
Some of these relate to the dates 
and other particulars of memorable 
storms, cold winters, floods and other 
outstanding weather events. 


At least three or four times a year, 


somebody asks for information about 
the "Big Wind in Ireland." The 
rsame is applied to a violent tempest 
that swept over the British isles in 
January, 1830. causing great destruc- 
lon by land and sea. Strange to say, 
:io it is almost completely forgotten 
n the old country, it is frequently 
eard of in America. It was a recent 
vent at the time Irish emigration 
o this country was at high tide, fol- 
owing the terrible famine of 1845- 
(i, and the memory of it has been 
'reserved among the descendants of 
he Irish who came over at that 
icriod. 


The public is always much inter- 
sted in record-breaking extremes of 
veather. There are many questions 
is to the highest and lowest temper- 
atures ever registered in the United 
States or elsewhere, the places hav- 
ng the greatest and least rainfall, 
:hc strongest winds ever observed, 
and so on. Statistics on such sub- 
eets necessarily vary somewhat from 
year to year. Several places, for in- 
stance, have successively held the 
Dlue ribbon for hot weather. For 
many years this dintinction Was en- 
joyed by Wargla. a town in the Al- 
gerian Sahara. Then, in 1913, Death 
Valley, California, established a new 
world record, with a reading of 134 
degrees. This held good until 1922, 
when it was surpassed by two de- 
press at the village -of Azizia, in the 
Italian Sahara. The low-temperature 
record has been held since 1892 by 
Verkhoyansk, Siberia, 'close to the 
arctic circle, with an official reading 
of 90 degrees below zero. 


The rainiest known place in the 


United States is Glenora, Tillimook 
county, Oregon, where the rainfall 
averages 131% inches a year, and 
the driest is Death valley, where^ it 
averages a little over one and one- 
half inches a year. Whether the 
heaviest snowfall of ihe United 
States occurs in the high Sierra Of 
California or on the upper slopes of 
Mount Rainier, Washington, is an 
unsettled question. 


Chicago's nickname, "the Windy 


City," raises the question whether 
the city is actually windier than 
others. The answer is that the wind 
measurements in Chicago show a 
higher average than in any other 
large city of the United States (only 
slightly higher than in New York), 
but are surpassed at many smaller 
towns on both the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts. The strongest wind ever 
measured in this country was nom- 
inally 186 miles an hour, registered 
on the summit of Mount Washington, 
N. H., Jan. 11, 1878, but certain 
necessary 'corrections reduce this fig- 
ure to about 140 miles an hour. Far 
stronger winds occur in tornadoes, 
but they have never been measured. 


"How large are the biggest hail- 


stones f" 
is a perennial question. 


FTuge masses of ice have sometimes 
)een found after hailstorms, but they 
were doubtless the result of several 
lailstones freezing together while ly- 
ing in a heap on the ground. The 
greatest possible size of a single 
lailstone cannot be stated with any 
certainty. In August, 1929, a hail- 
stone weighing four and one-half 
pounds fell thru the roof of a house 
at Heidgraben, Schloswig-Holstein. 
This stone was nearly ten inches 
long. There have been several big- 
ger hailstones, but the}r were not so 
well authenticated, 
"Why," the weatherman is asked, 
is a hailstone built up, like an 


onion, of successive- layers?" Hail 
is formed in the violent updraft of 
air at the front of a thunderstorm. 
In this turbulent region of the hail- 
stone, first frozen at a high level, 
makes several .-journeys alternately 
up r.nd down as it encounters strong- 
er or weaker rising 'currents; at one 
time gathering a coating of ice from 
rain below, until finally, on account 
of its large size or on account of a 
weakening of the upward blast, it 
.faUs to the ground. 


Several phenomena of the atmos- 


phere are so uncommon that each 
occurrence of one of them calls forth 
letters of inquiry from tho public. 
Among these rarities are the muff- 
shnped masses of snow known as 
"snow rollers," which are some- 
times found by the thousand lying 


It is commonest on high mountains; 
less common at sea.

REPORTS REVEAL GOOD YEAR 


FOR GOLDEN ORANGE GROVES 


An increase of $87,000, or a toltal of $448,000, paid in the 


1928 season to his growers; an increase in the number of boxes of 
fruit shipped, and an increase in acreage to the house, are all high- 
lights in the report made by J. G. Hodges, secretary-manager of 
the Golden Orange Groves, Inc., oir Monday, January 14th, at the 
annual meeting of the organization. This growth was made despite 
a general crop shortage of approximately 17 per cent, Managerr 
Hodges pointed out in his report.

ment, on soil 'culture and citrieul- 
ture in general; nml by A. L. Chand- 
ler, manager -of fertilizer depart- 
ment, on conditions in the fertilizer 
field. 


Officers and directors elected by 


the Covina organization are O. D. 
Brouse, president; J. W. Groover, 
vice-president; with W. S. Kohlmeier, 
J. I. Stanton, L. S. McClain, George 
Semler, and E. F. Gloege, directors. 
Mr. Hodges was returned to his sev- 
enth year as secretary and manager. 


Manager Hodges' report shows a 


steady growth in the association. In 
1922, the year previous to his affi- 
liation, 18 cars were shipped from 
the house, while prospects for the 
1929 season are that 350 cars will 
be shipped. 


Comparisons of the 1928 report 


with that of 1927, in which year the 
citrus district generally produced the 
then largest crop on record, show in- 
creases in every department of the 
association. In 1927, the house paid 
net to growers, $361,060.08; in 1928, 


per 
son. 


the last season the house ship- 


ped 98,317 packed boxts of fruit; 
in 1927, 90,365 packed boxes. An 
evidence of the steady growth is 
shown in these figures, given by 
Hodges: 1924, shipped 31,769 pack- 
ed boxes; 1925, 54,295 packed boxes; 
1926, 62,801 packed boxes. Increased 
membership to the organization now 
brings this up to 743 acres, repres- 
ented in the holdings of 63 grower- 
members. 


In order to care for this increase 


in production, additions to the pack- 
ing house made in the last 60 days 
include extra floor space of 60x(iO 
feet on the west, with an extension 
of the basement beneath this. This 
improvement 'cost $6000, and gives 
the concern new office space as well 
as additional packing and storage 
facilities. In the last season, also, 
modern electric sweatroom equip- 
ment was installed, toward the end 
of giving a more uniform color to 
sweated fruit and cutting down the 
time of this operation. 


Manager Hodges' reports shows a 


decrease of packing 'cost in the 1928 
season, with the packing operations 
at $.5765 the box, including depre- 
ciations and all other expenses. A 
rebate of $9932.25 was credited to 
the growers on the cost of operation 
this year. 


"The 
association received f.o.b. 


the packing plant for navels $174,- 
558.26, and $345.484.45 for navels, 
making a total of $520,042.71. Total 
deductions as itemized below amount- 
ed to $71,984.05, leaving a total of 
$448,058.66 paid to growers for their 
1928 crop of oranges. 


"Amount received f.o.b., $520,- 


042.71; actual packing cost, $4,915.- 
77; retain for building, $4,915.85; 
cold storage cost. $1,532.90; surplus 
for rebate, $8,848.53; paid growers 
for fruit, $448,058.66. 


"We received 57,037 field boxes 


of navels, which packed 39,744 boxes, 
netting the growers $146.318.37. an 
average price of $2.562 per field box. 
We received 83,238 field boxes of 
valencias, whic-h pa'cked 58,673 pack- 
ed boxes, netting the growers $301,- 
740.29. an average price of $3.625 
per field box. These averages do not 
include, our rebate of ten cents per 
packed box, or the building fund of 
five cents per packed box. We call 
this to your attention because some 
of the packing associations do in- 
clude their rebates and building 
funds in their final averages." 


First Avocado

Walnut Growiiig 


Costs Will Aid 
in Fixing Tariffs 


Farm Bureau Monthly: The cost 


of producing walnuts as shown in 
the walnut £ost-of-production sur- 
veys conducted in Los Angeles, San- 
ta Barbara, and Ventura counties, 
will form an important part of "the 
data presented at the tariff revision 
hearing to be. hold in Washington 
the week of January 21. When 
these surveys were started, the idea 
was to be of service, primarily, to 
the growers. _Incidcniallyj it was 
known that information would be 
developed which would sometimes 
be very valuable in case of tariff 
revision or in case of an attempt to 
increase the tariff on walnuts. It 
was little thot that, within two or 
three years these figures would be 
needed to defend our present tariff. 
Now, 
with two years' records avail- 


able from Los Angeles county; three 
years' records from Santa Barbara 
county, and one year's from Ven- 
txira county, the data y.'il) be very 
important and vital at thts hearing. 


The entire walnut industry owes 


a debt of gratitude to those few 
growers who have consistently ren- 
!ered reports on their acreage. Such 
reporting takes more or less time 
and causes some trouble. Their fig- 
ures are accurate and are written 
records. The tai'iffi commission deals 
only in facts. No wave of the hand 
and general gesture toward a high 
cost will '' get by'' with them. They 
will have to be shown why it coat; 
a great deal of money to produce 
walnuts. We're glad to be of ser- 
vice and are very happy that our 
survey is ready when the test comes.
